W a s h i n g t o n , May 29.—In tho Senate 
a message was read from the President, 
returning without his approval, tho bill 
appropriating $75,000 for a public build­ 
ing at Youngutown, Ohio. 
Sherman 
said the people of Youngstown and its 
vicinity, and the people of Ohio generally, 
wonld be surprised at the character of 
the message just read. The people would 
like the 
President to be 
im partial. 
Youngstown was one of tho m ost flour­ 
ishing towns in th e United States, with 
probably 30,000 inhabitants and with a 
postal revenue of some $4,000. 
Tho 
reason given in th e President’s message 
seemed to him to be paltry (not a polite 
phrase he adm itted). 
He understood 
th at 
the 
President 
was 
in 
favor 
of th e bill reported 
by 
the 
Senator from 
Missouri 
(V est), 
al­ 
lowing post office buildings in towns 
of 
4,000 
or 
5,000 
inhabitants, 
and for which he (Sherm an) intended to 
vote when it was put in proper form. 
He disapproved of the veto power as­ 
serted in small m atters not affecting con­ 
stitutional power, nor any question of 
discretionary 
power. 
Congress, 
he 
said, ought to rise above such a level. 
W ith the utm ost kindness to the Presi­ 
dent, (for he liked him in all respects) 
he asserted th at if the President were 
thus allowed to veto m easures that were 
passed unanimously and the principle of 
which was clear, CongreBS would be ab­ 
negating its power and surrendering its 
authority. 
8herm an’s rem arks were replied to by 
Vest and Call, and after considerable de­ 
bate, the message was referred to the 
Committee on Pablic 
Buildings and 
Grounds. 
M anderson, from the Committee on 
Military affairs, reported a bill to revive 
the grade of General of the United States 
Army. H e said that its purpose was to 
revive during th e lifetime of tho present 
Lieutenant-General of th e Army, the 
grade of General of the Army. 
Both 
these grades were to cease with the life 
of Lieutenant-General Sheridan. 
He 
wonld not take np the tim e in referring 
to the occasion which m ade the bill a 
one for immediate consideration, 
he therefore asked unanim ous con­ 
sent to have the bill now considered. 
Berry objected and the bill was placed 
on the calendar. 
Sherm an moved th at the Senate do 
now proceed to a consideration of the 
ÍTsKerítok. ^rgRtv in open executive ses­ 
sion. The rootiO T ^as agreed to and the 
presiding officer declaré& M teitjhe Senate 
was now in open executive s^sio¡?i$e( 
consideration of the Fisheries treaty, 
th at the treaty was open to am endm ent 
and that the Senator from M aine (Frye) 
waa entitled to the floor. 
Frye said the question now before the 
8enate involved the dignity and honor of 
this great Kepnblic, and the rights of its 
citizens. It could not be ohaenred by the 
President of the United States, intim at­ 
ing that in the event of the failure of the 
treaty he wonld resort to a law which 
Congress had passed in snch a way as 
should put in jeopardy, and m ight de­ 
stroy all tho bo8iness interests of the 
great North. It could not be belittled by 
interviews furnished 
to 
th e Boston 
Herald, nor by letters written to a ban­ 
queting party in New York, in which it 
was declared th at every man opposed to 
the ratification of the treaty, would either 
be controlled by personal prejudice, by 
partisanship, or by profound ignorance; 
nor by adm inistration papers flippantly

£ g is of a m ighty power beyond the sea. 
Onr country had not protected its fisher­ 
m en, and so Canada commenced, by 
every conceivable outrage, wrong and 
injustice, to drive onr vessels away. 
He 
declared the modut virendi only secured 
to ns upon the payment of $1.50 per ton 
commercial privileges which we were 
already fnllv entitled to. 
He said the 
Canadians still continued their ontrages, 
in season and out of season, and the 
Congress of the United States was just 
on the point of passing a retaliatory act, 
in response to a petition from th e fisher­ 
men of New England, when diplomacy 
was again resorted to. resulting in the 
treaty of 1871. 
We had jnst emerged 
from a terrible conflict, during which 
Great Britain clearly desired th at this 
conntrv shonld ^e cut in two. 
She 
wanted the Southern m arket and she 
had not the slightest hesitation ifi regard 
to right. 
After referring to th e settlem ent of the 
Alabama claims and the next fisheries 
treaty, Frye sefcl: At last notice was 
given of the term ination of th is treaty, 
and then if this conntrv had simply 
stood on its rights, this thing wonld have 
ended; there wonld have been peace, 
and we would have had the rights we 
were entitled to. 
Secretary Bayard, 
however, had an itching palm for di­ 
plomacy, and It delighted his very soul 
io be engaged in diplomatic correspond­ 
ence. 
He was profoundly ignorant of 
th e fisheries m atter then, as could be 
proved without the slightest difficulty, 
and he presumed the Secretary himself 
would adm it it. But there waa a gentle­ 
man here, Sir Lionel West, who was not 
ignorant of the m atter, and he persuaded 
Secretary 
Bayard 
that 
it 
would 
be six 
m onths before Congress would 
m eet, and th at it was right in the midst 
of the fishing season, that there would 
be conflicts between the fishermen of the 
United States and Canada, th at very 


States arm y, was again taken up on mo­ 
tion of Manderson. 
Berry said he had objected to its con­ 
sideration because he believed the bill 
B hould not pass, he did not believe this 
was the proper tim e to legislate on the 
subject; he th o u g h t the judgment and 
reason of Congress, not its sympathies, 
should be appealed to iu legislation.

That it n e v e r was reduced to 
practice, except in two caees, when it 
was overruled, and th at it would have 
remained settled had not Secretary Ba­ 
yard re-opened it. 
Beck, having undertaken lo controvert, 
some of h rye’s sto'em ents, th e latter re­ 
plied that if Great Britain contended that 
she owned the United States of America, 
he supposed th at the Senator from K en­ 
tucky would say there shonld be a treaty 
to settle the difficulty. 
Beck—I mean to say it is better to set­ 
tle difficulties betweon friendly nations 
by other negotiations than by war. 
Frye—It you yield everything and the 
other Nation yields nothing. I deny it. 
I say a great Republic like ours ought 
some time or other to stand for the right. 
[ Applause in the gallery.] 
In conclusion Frye said; 
“ A year 
B 
p in the United States Senate and the 
ouse of Representatives, we were all 
,for the rights of the American citizens. 
W e 
were united to a m an. 
Nobody 
dreamed of raising a political issue in 
this m atter. Nobody talked as a party 
man in relation to it, and where are wo 
to-day? The President of th e United 
States ia taking practically the Canadian 
side of this controversy. 
The great 
Democratic party of the Nation is arrayed 
on the side of Canada and against the 
American fishermen. 
I say to yon, Mr. 
President, th at a most grevious wrong 
has been wrought by this treaty-m ak­ 
ing.” 
Frye added, “ th e steps which have 
been taken cannot be retracted,” and 
once more characterized the treaty, as a 
dishonorable cowardly surrender. 
Gray obtained th e floor to m ake a 
speech upon the treaty, but its farther 
consideration waa, on motion of Beek 
who said he and other Senators desired 
to attend the St. Louis Convention, post­ 
poned till Monday, June 11th. 
A motion to postpone till December 
next was entered by Morgan and is now 
pending.
